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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 



Sir: 

This is responsive to the restriction requirement mailed on July 29, 2003. Applicant 
hereby elects Invention III (claims 8 and 9) for prosecution. Pursuant to the species election 
requirement made on page 4 relative to Invention III, Applicant elects a peptide comprising SEQ 
ID NO: 10. 

Applicant traverses the species requirement for two reasons. First, claims 8 and 9 (and 
canceled dependent claims) relate only to peptides that comprise SEQ ID NO:10. Second, 
Applicant disagrees with the (B) species presented by the Examiner because the specification 
quite clearly states that the "MAGE HLA binding peptides of the invention do not include the 
entire MAGE- A 1 or MAGE- A3 polypeptides but do include fragments of the MAGE- A 1 or 
MAGE-A3 polypeptides that include the MAGE HLA binding peptides disclosed herein" such as 
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SEQ ID NOs: 8, 9 and 10. (see page 16, lines 10-12 of the specification). Therefore, Applicant 
believes that the species requirement is incorrect and respectfully requests that it be withdrawn. 

Applicant has concurrently filed an amendment to a number of dependent claims in view 
of the election of an invention for prosecution. Following entry of this amendment, all of the 
claims are readable on the elected species (MAGE-A1/HLA-B35 binding peptide comprising 
SEQ ID NO: 10 and functional variants thereof).
